LOCATED ON A 
4-acre 
site,

Parking space vill be provided for 
350 cars at the front and east and 
west sides of the store building. Al­ 
most 4 times the building area will 
be devoted to parking, landscap­ 


ing, and canopied walks. The cen­ 
ter vill be of most modem design 
and will have a weather protecting 
walkway around the front and sides 
of the store building.

It will be 2 to 4 years before 
the Lake Michigan is in use, how­ 
ever, because of the many rteps to 
be taken from the formation of the 
commission to the finished con­ 
struction of pipelines to the towns.

Junior High Growing; Will 
Need IO More Classrooms Soon 


Ganster and Hennighausen, architects, have been em­ 
ployed to prepare plans and specifications for a new building 
on E. Miner st., site of Arlington Heights elementary school 
district 25. 
V. L. Bedingfield, president of the board of education, 
said this decision was made at the August 16 meeting of the 
board. 
Purchase of the site was 
approved by the voters at the 
September 19, 1953, election 
and the board subsequently 
acquired the land. It is locat­ 
ed 4 blocks directly east of Rec­ 
reation park, and is a rectangular 
plot, with an eastward extension 
of Miner st. serving as its north­ 
ern boundary. It is bounded on 
the west by Dryden. 
* 
* 
* 
GANSTER 
AND 
Hennighau- 
sen have planned the Dryden, 
Ridge, and South schools for the 
district, as well as the south wing 
of the Junior high school. This 
firm is well known throughout 
the Chicago area for developing 
h i g h l y 
functional, 
attractive 
buildings which can be economi­ 
cally constructed as a result of 
careful choice of materials and 
interior arrangem ents providing 
for maximum use of the space 
included. 
Because this is a new site in­ 
cluding some 19 acres, and be­ 
cause long range plans indicate 
the eventual possibility of having 
2 buildings on this site, the board 
plans to give careful considera­ 
tion to proper use and develop­ 
m ent of the site. They have em­ 
ployed the firm of McFadzean, 
Everly and Associates, site engi­ 
neers, to work with the archi­ 
tects and the board in planning 
the arrangm ent of facilities on 
the site and its proper develop­ 
ment. 
According to the board and the 
school administration, this build­ 
ing will be badly needed by the 
time it can be ready for occu­ 
pancy. 
Tentative plans call for 
it to serve a part of the Junior 
high school students of the com­ 
m unity and also to house kinder­ 
garten through fifth grade pupils 
for the northeast section of the 
district. 
The present Junior high school 
at South and Chestnut streets is 
now filled to capacity, with 24 
classes organized for the present 
school year. 
However, by t h e 
time the building can. be com­ 
pleted, .quarters for at least IO 
more classes must be found, and 
2 years later for almost that many 


more classes. S c h o o l official! 
point out that this steady pres­ 
sure on the Junior high school 
results from the heavy enroll­ 
ments in the lower grades, with 
which 
the 
district has 
b e e n 
struggling for some time, now 
reaching the junior high school 
level.. 
*

* 
AT THE SAME time that more 
facilities are needed for the junior 
high school grades comes a need 
for more lower grade facilities on 
the north side. North school kin­ 
dergarten classes will be conduct­ 
ed on triple sessions during the 
coming year. It has been neces­ 
sary to relocate the dividing line 
between the Ridge a n d North 
schools for the coming year, and 
to shift children from the Wedge­ 
wood Terrace subdivision to the 
Dryden school, in an effort to 
solve an over-crowding problem 
at the North school. 
Supt. Ralph E. Clabaugh point­ 
ed out this building is expected 
to relieve an approaching prob­ 
lem throughout the district by 
easing certain crowding in the 
Junior high school and by elimi­ 
nating the necessity for further 
shifting of dividing lines between 
the 4 elementary schools which 
would be imperative if facilities 
are not provided for children in 
kindergarten through fifth grade 
in the rapidly growing northeast 
section of the village. 
No date has been set for hold­ 
ing a referendum on this building, 
as planning on the part of the 
adm inistrative staff and the board 
regarding type and amount of 
needed facilities must be complet­ 
ed. 
A lter that, 
the architects 
m ust develop plans before t h e 
probable cost of die building can 
be determined. 
The board feels t h a t it is 
through careful study by school 
officials in the preparatory stage 
and careful planning by archi­ 
tects to meet these needs ade­ 
quately and yet economically that 
real savings f o r taxpayers is 
brought about. For that reason, 
their plans call for many weeks 
of study and planning before a 
definite proposition is submitted 
to the community for its ap­ 
proval.

Arlington Height’s firemen and 
policemen assisted the farmers in 
shoveling out Burmeister, who was 
partially buried for 15 minutes. 
Efforts by the Arlington Heights 
inhalator squad f a i l e d , and the 
man wras pronounced dead by Dr. 
Bernard Moore.

The first round in the fight by 
the Arlington Park Race Track, the 
North W estern railroad and Ar­ 
lington Crest to withdraw from the 
City of Rolling Meadows was won 
in the city last Monday. 
In a hearing held at the county 
court Judge Floss Millet of Syca­ 
more, DeKalb county, upheld 
the 
city’s motion to dismiss the with­ 
drawal petition on the ground it 
was not properly prepared. Judge 
Millet had been assigned to 
the 
case by county judge Otto R em er. 
• 
• 
* 
SEVERAL POINTS of fault with 
the petition were raised by attor­ 
neys Louis Ancel and Jack Siegel 
on behalf of the city. The law re­ 
quires the signatures on a with­ 
drawal petition of a m ajority of 
electors and also the m ajority of 
owners of land in the territory in­ 
volved. The petition submitted did 
not indicate in any way wrhich sig­ 
natures were those of electors 
or 
which were of property owners, if 
any, and it was on this point Judge 
Millet ruled the petition inadequate. 
Attorneys Jack Edmonds 
and 
Thomas Thomas of the race track ’s 
legal firm argued they were pre­ 
pared to prove the signatures ade­ 
quate. 
Attorney Gerald Chapman 
was also present representing the 
North Western railroad. Judge Mil­ 
let ruled the petition itself must 
contain the necessary information, 
however. 
The petition was dismissed “with­ 
out prejudice.” This makes it pos­ 
sible for the petitioners to resubm it 
their withdrawal request.

Water Logged

The subject of warm weather 
has brought about a number of 
questions relative to the care and 
handling of dogs and one which 
was most unusual was, perhaps, 
the question put to your editor by 
a youngster who inquired if a dog 
could be given artificial respira­ 
tion just like a human being if. 
perhaps, the dog had an overdose 
of too much water. Vacations and 
the local swimming pool, I guess, 
brought about the question, and 
the answer to the problem might 
be of interest to you. Most dogs 
can swim, all however are not 
expert, and e x h a u s t i o n and 
cramps can bring even the best 
of aquatic canines in danger of 
drowning. 
. 
. 
Resuscitation for a dog 
is 
to 
hold him up by the hind legs for 
a short period of time 
so that 
water in the throat area may run 
out and then lay him on his side 
and press on his ribs slowly with 
an in and out movement. If the 
dog is unconscious you might re­ 
vive him 
by 
placing 
aromatic 
spirits of ammonia under his nose, 
if the ammonia is available, or 
some other such strong smelling 
material which will have a simi­ 
lar reaction. When he has returned 
to normal he should be wrapped 
in a blanket and kept warm and 
quiet in order that not too much 
of a strain is placed on the heart.

comes for them. A parent of one 
blind child remarked, “The only 
thing that my child can not do that 
a child with sight can do w?ill be 
to drive the family automobile and 
w’atch television, and after talking 
to other parents about these two 
activities I don’t think we're so 
bad off after all.” 
Club members report that an­ 
other aid of community classrooms 
for the blind is to bring these chil­ 
dren home just like the rest of 
the neighborhood children, not hav­ 
ing to be sent away like the little 
blind boy who lives in Palatine. 
He was forced to attend the school 
for blind children in Jacksonville 
because there was no place closer 
to 
his 
home 
for 
him 
to 
be 
educated. But now’, thanks to the 
start our community has made, he 
is on the attendance rolls at Wheel­ 
ing. His mother relates how, when 
he first came home he would w’ake 
up in the middle of the 
night 
screaming “I want my Mommy, 
I wrant my Mommy,” dreaming he 
was still in Jacksonville. Today he 
feels safe and secure in his own 
bed, in his owrn home, where he 
belongs. 
These 
sightless young­ 
sters, little and afraid and inse­ 
cure, belong beside their mothers, 
the same as every small child.

Farm People 


Are Asking 


by JULIUS BERMAN 


N W district manager 
Social Security Administration 
A farm 
owner who arranges 
with someone to produce a crop 
or livestock on his land for a 
percentage 
share 
of 
the 
total 
crops produced does not get soc­ 
ial security credit for that income. 
As I mentioned in my preceding 
article, his share of the crop is 
considered rental income and is 
excluded. 
A f a r m business partnership, 
however, is another matter. If you 
have a farm and enter into a bus­ 
iness partnership or a joint ven­ 
ture with someone to operate it 
jointly, both of you are self-em­ 
ployed, just as partners in a non­ 
farm enterprise operated for prof­ 
it. In these cases each partner 
makes a report of his share of net 
earnings separately as a self-em­ 
ployed person, for social security 
purposes, and pays -the self-em­ 
ployment tax on that share. 


* 
♦ 
* 
GENERAL FEATURES of any 
partnership are that each of the 
partners contributes in some way 
as agreed upon to the operation of 
the business. If there are losses, 
each will bear a share. 
Profits 
are also shared. Moreover, the 
partners are individually and joint­ 
ly responsible for the debts of 
the partnership. A partnership is 
indicated if the parties hold them 
selves out as partners by using 
a partnership name in their deal 
ings with others, have a joint bank 
account, etc. Generally each mem 
ber of a farm partnership would 
take part in making decisions re 
garding the management and con 
trol of the farm operations. They 
let everyone know they are operat 
ing the farm together. They each 
take part in the daily work con 
nected with the operation of the 
farm and supervise the daily work 
of the farm hands. 
It is possible, too, for a husband 
and wife to operate a farm as 
business partners, in which event 
both would be self-employed for 
scocial security purposes. In the 
usuaL family farm arrangement, 
however, one party—usually 
the 
husband—has the actual manage­ 
ment and control of the farm. In 
these cases, he, not his wife, is 
the self-employed farmer, and the 
net earnings from the farm opera 
tion should be reported in 
his 
name alone f o r social security 
purposes. 


BY THE SAME token, a father 
and his child may enter into an 
arrangement whereby they are ac­ 
tually partners or joint venturers 
in the farm operation. In that 
event, both of them would be con­ 
sidered self-employed, and each 
would report his share of the net 
earnings and pay the social se­ 
curity tax on that share. How­ 
ever, if they are not partners and 
one of them'owns the land but 
does not take part in operating 
it, only the one who actually farms 
the land is self-employed. 
There are other family arrange­ 
ments in relation to social secur­ 
ity coverage for farm work.

Shall discuss them in my next 
article.

AST FRIDAY M ORNING we played Mohawk golf 
course at Bensenville and had an interesting interview 
with Les Harber, general manager. 
Harber, who was one of 
Bensenville^ best high school golfers of all time, works for the 
Branigar organization specializing in real estate. 
They own 
White Pines 36 hole course as well as Mohawk, and the Gulf 
Hills dude ranch at Ocean Springs, Mississippi. 
Branigars 
bought Mohawk in 1945 and under their ownership, and man­ 
agement of Harber, the club has become one of the most popu­ 
lar in the suburbs. 
One of the reasons Mohawk, located on Irving Park 
boulevard one-half mile west of Bensenville, has such heavy 
play is that the management has such a range of fees for play 
at different hours of the day. 
On week days Mohawk charges $2.00 with a reduction to 
$1.50 after 4:00 p. rn. 
On Saturdays, Sundays and holidays, 
there are four rates. 
Before 6:30 a. rn. the rate is $2.50. 
From 
6:30 to 2:00 p. rn. $3.25 is charged. 
From two to four the rate 
is $2.50 and after 4:00 it drops to $1.75. 
This tends to spread 
the play and prevent excessive crowding at any one period.

L 
IKE M OST COURSES in the Paddock area Mohawk 
was constructed in 1927 as a private club, but sold 
out in 1940 as a result of financial problems built up through 
the depression thirties. 
It has been a daily fee course ever since 
and has an open club house the year round for parties, wed­ 
ding receptions, special dinners, etc. The club has dining facili­ 
ties for 300 and a new bar and cocktail lounge will be installed 
soon. The club house has locker and shower facilities. 
Harber stated the biggest problem in operating a daily 
fee course is to keep good tees. 
New' ones are going to be 
built at Mohawk at the end of this season. 
Play is so heavy there is little chance to work on them dur­ 
ing the season. 
Harber was of the opinion number 18 was the 
most sporty hole on the layout with a water hazard, a sloping 
well trapped green, and plenty of trees. 
Eighteen is a par 3 
hole 170 yards in length.

H 
ARBER RATED TH E number 4 hole a par 4 of 443 
yards as the toughest hole on the course to par. 
In 
addition to length the hole has thick trees on the left and a line 
of poplars on the right. 
We know what he meant as we hook­ 
ed behind the trees on the left and hit out across the fairway on 
an angle. 
We had to approach from 20 yards behind a poplar 
which we luckily escaped with an eight iron and after all this 
scrambling and luck got a five. 
Our son got an easy four on 
the hole and beat us, 43 to 44 on the front nine. 
O a the back nine the yardage seemed short or we were 
hitting the ball better, for we got eight pars and a three putt 
bogey on the final hole for a 36 and a 80 total to our oppon­ 
ent's 84. 
That was the best nine and the second best 18 this 
15 handicap player has cvct shot so you can realize why we 
like Mohawk. 
The course has a 73 par with 38-35 nines, has almost no 
rough but lots of trees and bushes, plenty of traps and bunkers, 
flat fairways, greens which putt well and vary in size and shape, 
and plenty of yardage for the player who likes to use his woods. 
The first nine has 4 par 5 holes. The yardage is 3495 and 2872 
for 6,331, a good length course particularly for a daily fee. The 
course record is 65.

M 
o h a w k h a s 12 t w i - l i g h t l e a g u e s , but most 
of them number about 24 to 36 persons so there is 
no slow up on twi-light golf for others. Harber is also in charge 
of Westward Ho, which was tnis year leased to Branigar com­ 
pany by Automatic Electric company, who will build a plant on 
it next year and eliminate the course. 
H arber played number I man on Bensenville high school 
golf team in 1940-44 when John Kirby was coaching the Bisons. 
In his senior year the Bisons lost only to New Trier. 
Other 
top Bison golfers of that era were Lawrence Geils, George Gut- 
nick, Delbert Mahler, and Frank Pesch. 
Bensenville high has Mohawk as their home course and two 
of their team members, Arthur Von Werder and Don Wiess 
work at the course in the summer. 
Harber started caddying at 
White Pines and has been connected directly with golf ever 
since. Lou Esposito is pro at both Mohawk and White Pines, 
and gives lessons by appointment at both courses.

Review Changes 
in Football Rules 


Official football rules interpre­ 
ters appointed by the Illinois high 
school association met at 7 
S. 
Dearborn st., Chicago, for an all­ 
day session of high school rules 
instruction Monday, August 
22. 
Prominent officials 
and 
football 
representatives 
from 
adjoining 
states were also present. 
Instruction on the 1955 national 
federation football rules was given 
by H. V. Porter, secretary of the 
national federation football rules 
committee. The purpose of .the 
meeting was to secure uniformity 
in interpretation and application of 
the 1955 high school football rules 
in downstate, suburban and Chi­ 
cago areas. 
A few of the major changes in­ 
volved in the 1955 high school code 
are: (I) greater use of mouth or 
face protectors is urged. (2) metal 
tipped nylon cleats are legalized. 
(3) first touching of a kick by the 
kickers is ignored if the receivers 
commit a foul after having touch­ 
ed the kick. (4) the snapper is giv­ 
en the same foot rights as other 
lineman. (5) procedure is provided 
^rhen penalty for illegal pass is de­ 
clined (6) a second foul becomes 
a double or multiple foul if it oc­ 
curs before penalty for the first 
foul has been accepted or declined.

interscholastic code, the IHSA in­ 
terpreters spent

their 
time reviewing fundamentals and 
older sections of the rules as well 
as the techniques and mechanics 
of officiating.

wildlife service 
has given Illinois waterfowl hunt­ 
ers a longer season this year based 
on studies showing an increase in 
duck populations in the Canadian 
breeding grounds. The 70 days will 
include October 15 to December 
23. 
The bag limit will remain at 4 
per day for ducks but may include 
one wood duck. The goose bag lim­ 
it will be five, not to include more 
than 2 Canada or Whitefront geese. 
The possession limit on ducks is 
8 while the possession Jimit on 
geese is 5.

ANOTHER CHANGE in the wat­ 
erfowl law gives Illinois hunters 
the right to take jacksnipe for 
the first time in several years. The 
season is 15 days, from October 
25 to November 8 with a bag and 
possession limit of 8 birds.

Summer Season 
Sunburn Time 
Even For Trees 


This is the sunburn season—-for 
trees as well as humans. 
With both, the amount of sun­ 
shine that can be soaked up with­ 
out burning depends on Hie in­ 
dividual. 
Some trees get scorched almost 
every summer while neighboring 
trees of the same species may re­ 
main normal. 
Tree sunburn is known as leaf 
scorch, according to Davey tree 
experts. Common symptoms are 
brown margins along the leaf edg­ 
es and back between the larger

veins that supply the foliage with 
sap brought up from the roots. 
In severe cases foliage may ap­ 
pear scorched as though by fire. 
Leaves give off moisture through 
their pores. When the sun is hot­ 
test, the leaves may realease more 
moisture than is supplied to them. 
Then they diy out and turn brown. 
Other factors besides hot sun 
may contribute to leaf scorch. 
These include high temperature, 
dry winds, root injuries and soil 
either too wet or too dry for the 
tree’s requirements. 
A regular program of feeding 
and watering is the best way to 
control leaf scorch. The feeding is 
important for it builds mats of fi­ 
brous roots, better able to obtain 
all possible 
available soil mois­ 
ture. Well fed trees have greater 
capacity to endure drought condi­ 
tions. 
Sugar 
maples 
commonly 
suffer from leaf scorch, but most 
trees, both deciduous and ever­ 
green, may be damaged. 


A simple, effective chick brooder 
can be built from a 4x8-foot sheet of 
asbestos cement board and a few feet 
of framing lumber by utilizing the 
ideas shown in the sketch below. The 
asbestos board top is 4 feet square 
and the sides are lx4-foot asbestos 
board strips. Comer poets, 16 inches 


high, and horizontal supports are cut 
from 2x2-inch lumber. The outer cleats 
are one-by-threes and the roosts are 
one-by-twos spaced six inches apart. 
Attach a heat lamp to a lx3-inch 
block and fasten to one of the hori­ 
zontal supports midway between 
a 
pair of posts. Asbestos board is low 
in cost, noncombustible, rotproof and 
easy to clean. Because it resists fire 
and rats, it has become a popular 
material for many farm uses. 


Watering The Lawn -

are semi-dormant 
during 
July, 
August and parts of September 
and need only enough water to 
keep the plants green, says Carl

lawn won’t necessarily make the 
grass grow, but it will stimulate 
the weeds, he adds. 
And when you first seed the new 
lawn you have to know when to 
seed, what type of grass is adapted 
to your area, what mixture to use, 
and how to grade the lawn to set 
off the house to best advantage.

900,000 New Households 
Over U.S. Since April 30 


The census bureau has just re­ 
ported that 900.000 new households 
were formed in the United States 
in the 12 months ended last April 
30. But, as the bureau ifself has­ 
tened to add in the release that 
carried die news, the number of 
really new households wasn’t that 
large. The figure was inflated by 
the fact that a * lot of old house­ 
holds were just sorting themselves 
out. 
The new -hous eh old figure was 
50 per cent larger than the prev­ 
ious year’s reported rise, and near­ 
ly 100,000 greater than the aver­ 
age for the first four years of this 
decade.

right 
World War II ended. 
The significance of the report 
must be found in economics, rath­ 
er than in population figures. A 
household, to the Census Bureau, 
is a set of related people who oc­ 
cupy erne dwelling unit. One-third 
of inst year’s 900,000 new house­ 
holds. for example, are recorded 
as headed by women. Those, in 
mort cases, are simply families 
headed by widows or divorcees 
who had been living with rela­ 
tives to save expenses. Now they 
have better jobs—or the children 
find jobs, in 
these 
full-employ- 
ment days—and they move out and 
1 set up their own households. 
Married couples living with re­ 
latives have also dipped to a re­ 
cord low' of 3.5 per cent. This 
figure ha* been falling steadily 
since 1*947. 
All in aH, It looks as lf worry 
over the vast supply of new hous­ 
ing was premature, as long as 
incomes hold up at present levels.

What happens behind the scenes 
when Detroit’s 
gigantic 
automo­ 
tive industry pauses for new mod­ 
el changeover? 
Never fully told, that story un­ 
folded in a discussion with M. C. 
Patterson, vice president in charge 
of manufacturing for Dodge divi­ 
sion of Chrysler corporation, as 
the industry prepared for its an­ 
nual summer metamorphosis. 
In view of the increasing public 
demand for more and more color 
in their cars, Patterson likened 
the changeover 
from 
the pro­ 
duction of current models to new 
ones to the cocoon stage of 
the 
butterfly. 
* 
* 
* 
“THE AVERAGE person knows 
little about what happens,” Pat­ 
terson observed. "One month deal­ 
ers across the nation are offering 
new 1955 cars, for example. The 
next there’s a brand new line 
incorporating all of the advanced 
ideas and features for 1956. That’s 
the way it appears to the lay­ 
m an.” 
As soon as production is com­ 
pleted on the final car of the cur­ 
rent series, plant workers start 
to clean up, collecting and tagging 
remaining materials for inventory. 
While the inventory is going on, 
other workers from 
the 
skilled 
trades are moving in equipment 
for the foundry and for engine 
manufacture preparatory to plant 
rearrangement. 
As 
the 
installation 
specialists 
finish any part of their work, pro­ 
duction men move in and begin 
making new parts in limited quan­ 
tities. From all over the plant, 
a trickle of finished parts converg­ 
es on the assembly area, leading 
to the beginning of engine assem­ 
bly and test-stand operation. 
* 
* 
* 
NEW EQUIPMENT already ob­ 
tained is taken from storage and 
set up. Other fixtures and equip­ 
ment for the new models begin 
arriving 
from 
tool 
shops 
and 
m a c h i n e builders all over the 
country. The job progresses on an 
around-the-clock 
schedule, 
seven 
days a week, so that the plant 
“down tim e” for model change 
may be reduced to a minimum. 
In the stamping division, new 
concrete flooring is laid, and foun­ 
dations built for new presses or 
the relocation of old ones. Once 
in place, 
the machinery under­ 
goes exhaustive tests. 
The paint area, too, undergoes 
a startling change. Demands of 
car buyers for the wide variety 
of vivid and pastel colors, and 
for two-and 
three-tone 
combina­ 
tions, 
have 
wrought 
a 
major 
change in this field. 
“It may be tile woman’s influ­ 
ence,” said P attern s, “bat today 
the motoring world is far remov­ 
ed from the dingy black and ‘tat­ 
tle tale grey’ period before 
the 
war. Not that we don’t make black 
cars, or black and color combina­ 
tions. It’s just that more and more 
people seem to be in a gayer 
mood, demand colors to fit.” 
* * * 
ON THE AVERAGE car, Pat­ 
terson said, there are more than 
13,000 components. This may 
in­ 
crease to 15,000 in various models. 
The stocking of more than 7,000 
items in inventory is necessary. 
The plant receives approximately 
3,700 tons of materials every day 
to 
meet 
the 
demands 
of 
the 
various departments. 
“A great daily inventory must 
be assembled. By the time the 
plant starts full production 
we 
need over four miles of bumpers, 
over a mile of engine, over % 
of a mile of sparkplugs, and 68 
miles of wiring (enough wire to 
reach from Detroit to Toledo) for 
each day’s operation.”

Salt Creek 


Last week in the Fence Post 
Mts. J. J. Johnston inquired about 
the use of deposits in Palatine’ 
sewer revenue account for the pur­ 
pose of 
cleaning, 
widening 
anc 
deepening Salt Creek. I’m happy 
she asked because I’m told some 
others in town are wondering about 
it. This gives m e an opportunity 
to answer any who have questionec 
this action of the village board. 
Let’s suppose that one of our 
sewer m ains in town becam e dam ­ 
aged or deteriorated in some way 
and unable to do the job it was 
intended to do. That would result 
in at least a partial failure of our 
sewage system , even though our 
disposal plant would still be operat 
ing at peak performance. The vil 
lage board would be derelict in its 
duty if it did not promptly take 
steps to rem edy the situation. We 
would hire com petent experts to 
repair the fauty m ain a n d get 
our whole system back in order. 
With no question, repairs would 
be paid out of sewer revenue. Such 
dam age and 
repairs 
have 
been 
taken care of in the past as part 
of the norm al routine. 
* 
* 
* 
THE TROUBLE now being caus­ 
ed by the condition of Salt Creek 
is much the sam e. Even though 
the disposal plant is capable of 
performing the job for which it 
was intended, 
w*ith 
Salt 
Creek 
jam ed and congested with debris, 
trees and crum bled banks, the op­ 
eration of our whole sewage sys 
tem is jeopardized. 
In periods of more than aver­ 
age storm drainage, the creek is 
unable to take the volume of w ater 
discharged from the disposal plant 
after treatm ent. The higher the 
creek, the less effective our sew­ 
age disposal plant is—to say noth­ 
ing of the inconvenience and health 
hazards ■which result from flood­ 
ing of the 
creek. 
This 
flooding 
throughout the village is a grow­ 
ing menace as the creek becomes 
more and m ore congested down­ 
stream . 
* 
* 
* 
SALT CREEK is an integral part 
of our sewage system . It was for 
that reason that the Plant was 
located where it is, where we could 
conveniently discharge the “efflu­ 
ent” of our treatm ent plant. 
The village board has recogniz­ 
ed that our se wage 
system 
is 
only as strong as its weakest link. 
And with the help of our engin­ 
eers we have seen that the whole 
sewer system is a chain made up 
of m any vital links each dependent 
on the next in order to provide the 
sewer treatm ent and drainage we 
need. 
We sought all the expert opinion 
available to m ake sure that clear­ 
ing the creek is as m u c h a 
m aintenance expense as replacing 
pipes and valves and other m e­ 
chanical 
features. 
Then, 
since 
our sewer rates should cover the 
cost of bonds, operation of 
the 
plant and m aintenance of the sys­ 
tem, where else to look for pay­ 
ment of this particular cost than 
in our sewer accounts? 
* 
* 
* 
YOU MAY ASK why this “ sur­ 
plus” built up in the fund. Also, 
why not instead use the “surplus” 
to perm it a reduction in rate? 
Actually, the clearing of 
t h e 
creek didn't become a necessity 
now. The clogging and conges­ 
tion have 
been 
happening 
for 
y e a r s , 
a n d 
growing 
w’orse 
with each year. Had there been a 
regular annual procedure to keep 
it clear we wouldn’t now be faced 
with this pyram ided cost of the full 
cleaning job. Fact i£, th at’s one 
reason 
why 
the 
fund 
has 
ac­ 
cumulated a “ surplus”—the money 
wasn’t spent before (a saving?). 
Another factor in the “ surplus” is 
that each year w’e’ve added sewer 
users which brings in more rev­ 


enue. But rem em ber that not all 
this is plus. With more people to 
serve, the m aintenance and operat­ 
ing costs go up. 
Now for the question of whether 
to reduce rates because of this 
amounts to only 
about 
$12 
per 
sewer connection as a reserve to 
m eet the unusual expenses of op­ 
eration and m aintenance. And it’s 
only about 1/3 of one y ear’s sew­ 
erage budget for the village. Ifs 
good business 
to 
accum ulate 
a 
reasonable reserve to m eet unus 
uai expenses. So this is a reserve 
not a “ surplus.” 
At our present 
rates we will continue to accum ­ 
ulate this 
reserve. 
Then, 
when 
there 
is 
enough 
we 
plan 
to 
complete the job of clearing the 
creek. What we have scheduled al­ 
ready is only half the job. 
* 
* 
* 
NOW, FOR ONE last question. 
A few folks have asked why not 
let future homeowners in Palatine 
pay part of this creek clearing 
cost? In other words, why not a 
bond issue? I think the others an­ 
swers given 
also 
answer 
these 
questions, but here goes: 
First, we, not those yet to come, 
have caused the creek to become 
a hazard. It is a hazard now. Char 
treatm ent plant is near capacity 
now—regardless of who comes lat­ 
er. The creek should be totally 
cleared once and for all and then 
kept that way in the future. And 
"they” will help do that. 
Secondly, a bond issue is expen­ 
sive—at 
least 
25% m ore 
costly 
than “ cash on the barrelhead.” 
It’s not unusual for government 
officials to go hog-wild on bond 
issues because this practice pro­ 
vides a lot of money in a hurry. 
But we are convinced that our 
first responsibility is to pay as 
we go. Then if the money just is 
not available and the project is 
worthwhile we should go to the 
people 
through 
referendum 
and 
ask them to back us up by approv­ 
ing a bond issue. Let’s not kid our­ 
selves, bond issues c o s t money 
and always add to our real estate 
taxes over and above the regu­ 
lar tax rate. Much better to pay 
cash when we can and add indebt­ 
edness only as a last resort. 
* 
* 
* 
IT S ONLY FAIR to report here 
that we’ve advertised twice 
for 
bids on the creek project but to no 
avail. Our comm ittee is trying to 
negotiate a contract to have this 
work done this fall but tim e is be­ 
ginning to run out. Unless we can 
let a contract soon at a figure we 
and our engineers feel is fair to 
the village, we m ay have to defer 
this project until next spring. That 
would m ean we m ust do what we 
can meanwhile on our own and 
with some outside held to forestall 
bad floods in the interim . 
That 
would be risking another 5 or 6 
m onths’ delay but we m ay have no 
alternative. 
As I have mentioned here in the 
Fence Post before, the public is 
not only welcome but cordially in­ 
vited to attend our board meeings, 
and question the m em bers on any 
contem plated action—or just to be 
in the audience and see how the 
affairs of the village are adm inis­ 
tered. Regular meetings are held 
each second and fourth Monday 
evening at 8:00 P.M. in the village 
nail. And when you come, be sure 
to read the official minutes and 
reports 
posted 
in 
the 
m eeting 
room. That way your visits will 
seep you posted on our progress. 
In closing let m e say that our 
judgement m ay not always be right 
m t like baseball um pire we’ll call 
them as we see them .

Water Service 


In last week’s issue of the Fence 
Post, 
Mr. 
Bishop, 
Arlingt o n 
Heights 
village trustee, 
publicly 
protested 
the 
decision 
of 
the 
village board in refusing to ap­ 
prove the $150,000 w ater system 
improvements on a pay-as-you-go 
basis. The board went on record 
that such 
capital 
improvements 
should be financed 
by 
revenue 
bond issue; that capital improve­ 
ments planned for the future growth 
of our village are an obligation of 
our future home owners, as well 
as 
present 
home 
owners, and 
should not be paid from current 
water revenues. 


Mr. Bishop states that, “the en­ 
gineers prepared a w ater system 
report, for the entire village. This 
report, and its m aster w ater plan, 
was accepted by the village board 
(this was way before the election) 
and the engineers were instructed 
to prepare plans and specifications 
for the first stage.” What 
Mrs. 
Bishop failed to state was that this 
so-called w ater system report was 
entitled, “Report on W ater Supply 
Softening 
and 
Im provem ents,” 
dated December 1954, and that a 
revenue bond issue of $565,000 was 
recommended. 
No 
pay-as-you-go 
was considered. This w ater soften­ 
ing project was a cam paign issue 
last spring, and the defeat of the 
entire slate of old board m em bers 
was a repudiation of this project. 
Upon taking office we went on re­ 
cord confirming this rejection by 
the voters. 


Moreover, the so-called com pre­ 
hensive waterworks program does 
nothing for the urgent needs of 
residents north of Oakton avenue. 
The plan also fails to provide for 
the rehabilitation of the Chestnut 
and the Douglas wells. Excessive 
w ater rates 
can’t do 
all these 
things. 
rn 
m 
rn 
THE 
WATER 
improvements 
plan which Mr. Bishop is attem pt­ 
ing to force on the board is the 
sam e 
w ater 
improvement 
plan 
with the W ater Softening elimin­ 
ated. It was designed prim arily to 
serve that purpose. As an example, 
the connecting line from the Chest­ 
nut & Hawthorne well to the reser­ 
voir at Ridge and Wing, (at a cost 
of $34,000) would connect our poor­ 
est producing well for no purpose 
other than serving the softening 
plan. 


The one phase of the w ater plan 
that, we did approve, was connect­ 
ing the Kennicott well to the two— 
1,000,000 
gallon 
reservoirs 
at 
Ridge avenue; this at a cost of 
$17,179. We agreed this should be 
done at once, and the low bidder 
was ordered to begin work. We al­ 
so approved an extention of a 12” 
w ater line connecting Miner and 
Ridge, along Davis street to Vail, 
connecting to the IO” m ain at Vail 
and Wing. This will elim inate the 
6” bottleneck through the village 
hall, and will provide am ple w*ater 
supply to the heart of the busi­ 
ness district. This was not proposed 
by the Engineers nor by Mr. Bis­ 
hop. We heartily concurred that 
this was very necessary. Both of 
these projects are being paid out 
of present w ater funds. We shall 
continue to take care of necessary 
prim ary w a t e r extensions from 
cash funds. 
* 
* 
* 
THE STATEMENT that, ‘T h e 
ability to pay-as-you-go is an en­ 
viable position for a municipality 
and reflects 
a 
helthy position.” 
fails to inform our citizens that 
such a policy is based on exces­ 
sive w ater rates, and ignores the 
basic principle that future water 
consumers 
should pay their 
pro­ 
rata share of m ajor w ater improve­ 
m ents designed for a larger popu­ 
lation. 


On the subject of public improve­ 
ments, Mr. Bishop criticises the 
ordinance establishing a perform ­ 
ance bond in the penal sum of one 
and one-half tim es the engineer’s 
estim ate, together with a 15% de­ 
posit, when he m ust realize that 
the old requirem ent of a 115% cash 
deposit had proved unworkable. It 
should not be overlooked that a 
method was needed that is practi­ 
cal, and at the sam e time af­ 
fords protection to the village. We 
are certain in this of uniform treat­ 


ment of 
all 
developments; 
last 
week’s correspondent knows that 
the form er escrow arrangem ent 
established no such standard. We 
are of the opinion that com pari­ 
sons, at best, are odious, and that 
pressing problems of our rapidly 
growing village wjll not be achiev­ 
ed by jousting with windmills. We 
cannot afford to waste time watch­ 
ing anything “ go by” that is not 
constructive in scope and plan.

The one-half cent municipal sales 
tax will be collected by Barrington 
m erchants beginning Sept. I. 
Decision to levy 
the 
tax 
was 
made after more than a m onth’s 
discussion.

unani­ 
mous, but not without qualification. 
Village President M artin Schrei- 
b \ who has said no action would 
be taken until residents had been

needs of the village and balanced 
them against the lean resources.

I notice the Merion bluegrass 
I sowed in my lawn is withstand­ 
ing the heat and drought much bet­ 
ter than Kentucky bluegrass. 
You will see many home vege­ 
tables at the roadside stands this 
time of the year. Cantaloupes or 
muskmelons, whichever you desire 
to call them, are in season now. If 
you haven’t purchased any as yet 
why don’t you do so? They are 
delicious. They are much sweeter 
than the melons you get out of the 
store.

TOMATOES are in abundance at 
the present time. You should have 
tomatoes twice daily now. Stop at 
some of the roadside stands and 
purchase some of these good home­ 
grown vetetables.

Wheat Allotments 
Wheat growers whose 1956 wheat 
acreage is as much as 25 per cent 
below their farm w'heat acreage 
allotment will get credit for full 
allotment acreage in calculating 
future farm allotments. 
In other words, chairman Bor- 
met of the Cook County Agricul­ 
tural Stabilization and Conserva­ 
tion Committee explains, if the 
farm ’s wheat 
acreage 
for next 
year’s harvest is only three-fourths 
of the farm allotment, the future 
wheat acreage allotments estab­ 
lished for the farm will be figured 
as though the full allotment has 
been planted. Heretofore reduc­ 
tions of more than IO per cent 
were considered in calculating fu­ 
ture allotments. * 
Each year’s farm allotment, the 
chairman explains, is based pri­ 
marily on the farm ’s w'heat acre­ 
age for the previous 3 years. Un­ 
der the new ruling, even if the 
wheat acreage is as much as one- 
fourth less than the farm allot­ 
ment. future allotments will 
be 
calculated as though the full al­ 
lotment had been harvested.

Check Your 


Pastures For 


Poisonous Herbs 


Short pastures brought on by 
hot, dry weather and mature pas­ 
ture plants will cause livestock to 
sample plants they would not or­ 
dinarily eat. Some of these plants 
are apt to be poisonous, according 
to Dr. P. D. Beamer of the college 
of veterinary medicine at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. 
The veterinarian points out that 
poor pastures 
often 
develop 
in 
A u g u s t and early September. 
Many poisonous plants reach their 
deadly stage about the same time. 
These plants include braken, horse 
nettle, tall buttercup, white snake- 
root, horsetail and many others. 
* 
* 
* 
DR. BEAMER urges farmers to 
become familiar 
whth 
poisonous 
plants and to learn their dangerous 
stages. Look carefully 
at 
your 
fence rows and in swampy places 
in your pasture. These are likely 
places for 
poisonous 
plants 
to 
grow'. 
If you suspect that a plant is 
poisonous and want to make sure, 
take it to your veterinarian or to 
your farm adviser, or send it to 
the College of Veterinary Medi­ 
cine at the University of Illinois or 
to the Illinois Natural History Sur­ 
vey at Urbana.
